years. The company has earned profits in lakhs. At the 
same time, the living index at Goa has increased over 975 
points ( 1960-100 ) . which shows clearly the rise of cost of 
living . Hence they have claimed V.D. A. and their demand 
in this respect is just and reasonable. According to them 
V.D. A , up to 700 points should be treated as fixed dearness 
allowance. They have claimed washing allowance and tra 
velling allowance. It has been averred that the workers 
have to work during night shifts. In the nearby industries 
night shift allowance is paid to minimise the hardship and 
hence they have claimed shift allowance . It has been aver 
red that there are problems of securing residential accommo 
dation at Bicholim and one has to pay exhorbitant rents and 
hence they should be paid H. R. A. Finally , they have also 
claimed earned leave, sick leave , casual leave and have also 
demanded that they should be provided with uniforms. Fina 
lly , it has been averred that the financial position of Party 
II - Company is quite sound to accede to the aforesaid demands 
made by its workers. 

3. Although a show cause notice of this application was sent 
by registered post to the employer -company , still the said 
notice was returned with a postal remark Un - Claimed . In view 

this state of affairs , it clearly seems to be that the 
employer does not want to contest this dispute and regard 
been had to the provisions contained in Rule 12 - B (9 ) of the 
Rules framed under the Industrial Disputes Act , there is no 
other goal for më, but to proceed ex -parte . Accordingly , ou 
behalf of Party I Mr. Puti G. Gaonkar has been examined . 

4. In his evidence at Exb . 5 , Shri Puti Goankar has stated 
that he knows Party II -Company and he is the Secretary of 
Gomantak Mazdoor Sangh . In that capacity , he has submitted 
a charter of demands on the basis on which , this reference has 
been made. He has stated that the union had first moved 
the Labour Commissioner ; but the employer did not partici 
pate in the discussions. Hence the failure report was made 
and then the matter was referred to this . Tribunal . He has 
stated that Party II - Company is doing very good business 
and is suppling plastic bottles to Ciba Company with whom 
the company has a permanent contract. It is his say that 
the workers in this company are getting far less emoluments 
than what the 

he workers in other companies are getting . The 

three shifts. He has stated that the demands 
which have been made by the workers are quite reasonable 
and that the company is in a financial position to accede to 
the workers demands made in the Charter . Now , whatever 
has been stated by Mr. Puti Gaonkar has remained unchallen 
ged in as much as there was no appearance on behalf of Party 
7. It may also be recalled that Party II - Company did not 
appear even before the Labour Commissioner and these two 
circumstances clearly go to show that the company has no 
interest in contenting this case . 

I, therefore , accept the unchallenged testimony of the 
Secretary of Gomantak Mazdoor Sangh and hold that the 
demands made by the workers are quite just and reasonable 
and hence the workers are entitled to get the benefit of the 
demands made in the charter from the date on which the 
demands were first made by the workers to the company. I, 
therefore pass the following award .
